Tomorrow’s seeds are planted today. That 
is especially true in research, whether of the 
professional type which takes place in a finely 
equipped laboratory or in the tinkerer s 
basement workshop. Most successful com­ 
panies allocate a significant portion of their 
resources to research and development, in the 
expectation that tomorrow’s products and 
services will stem from that effort. 
In the last quarter century the federal 
government has been a principal backer of 
scientific research. The subsidies are but­ 
tressed by the contention that constant 
technological breakthroughs are needed to 
keep the nation ahead of the rest of the world 
in both military and civilian terms. 
One may argue with the priorities assigned 
some of the federal research budget, but there 
should be no argument with the concept that 
legitimate research is a necessary component 
of progress. In the last half dozen years the 


federal research budget, in real terms, has 
been declining. 
Currently the rate of spending is about $2.4 
billion a year, or about one per cent of the 
federal budget. That is not an exceptional 
sum. looking at the many uses it goes into. 
It may even be deficient in some areas, as a 
group of 21 physicists believes. In a report to 
the National Academy of Sciences the group 
charges that basic research in physics is 
drying up for lack of funds. 
Competition between applied research and 
basic research among scientists is an old 
game. Many researchers prefer the chance to 
make an entirely new discovery to work on an 
innovation or adaptation of an old one. 
The argument of the academy’s scientists is 
pervasive when they estimate that bn 11 per 
cent annual increase in the budget for basic 
physics research would allow exploration of 
all anticipated major opportunities.

The Senate Judiciary Committee 
has 
pointed 
the 
right 
direction 
for 
other 
legislators in voting 4-1 in favor of exempting 
newsmen from a bill requiring Ohio citizens 
to report crimes they witness or know about. 
The committee is conducting hearings on a 
proposed revision of Ohio's criminal law and 
a bill approved by the House early this year. 


IN APPROVING 
the amendment that 
shields a newsman from prosecution and 
protects confidential 
news sources, 
the 
committee is reaffirming a principle already 
included in Ohio law. 
We are aware of the national nature of the 
interest in this issue and recognize that there 
can be abuse of the privilege especially in 
cases involving national security. 
With the U.S. Supreme Court’s summer 
ruling that there is no automatic^uarantee of 
protection for newsmen under the First 
Amendment, the issue has renewed interest 
at the state and national level. 


* 
Ohio is one of 19 states with a shield law and 
we would like to see it stay that way. 
Our concern is not limited to the newsman 
who may be sent to jail for not revealing a 
news source, but extends to the public which 
benefits greatly from investigative reporting. 


There is a very real fear that without some 
protection for the probing reporter’s source, 
the public will be cut off from information 
that it should have. 


IN WASHINGTON, a House subcommittee 
is holding hearings 6n proposals for a federal 
law that would grant exemption similar to 
Ohio’s present statute. It is the hope of 
sponsors that final legislation will assure 
news sources their identities will not be 
revealed except in cases involving overriding 
national interest and through the process of 


federal court action. 
Motivation of the newspaper industry in the 
disclosure issue is not self-serving, but is in 
the interest of getting information to the 
public that would not be available otherwise. 


No t th e Best 


There is considerable reason to fault the 
performance of the 92nd Congress. It by no 
means is unique in this respect but its per­ 
formance once again reveals characteristics 
of our legislative system which are far from 
desirable. 
Month after month the administration 
deplored the inaction of the Congress relative 
to large numbers of bills sought by the 
President, bills intended to carry out his 
programs and make good his promises to the 
people. But Congress spun its wheels. 
Then Friday, when members were in a tizzy 
to wrap up the session and go home for 
politicking, a long list of legislation was ap­ 
proved. Even the frantic activity was not 
enough to finish the business before the 
session and gain adjournment. There still is 
major legislation awaiting some kind of ac­ 
tion. 
Still holding 
sway over 
members of 
Congress this week is the desire to finish the 
session as quickly as possible. This is not the 
statesmanlike way to handle vital issues. 
We cannot believe the slap-dash, last- 
minute flurry is in keeping with the wishes of 
the American public which sends senators 
and representatives to Washington to 
deliberate, discuss and take reasoned action 
in the best interest of the nation and its 
people.

While 
the rest of the country grew 
rich and fat, this small mi­ 
nority of the population, with 
no political clout, was ship­ 
ped off to Indochina to hold 
Sack Communist aggression. 
This made it rather easy for 
the rest of the Americans to 
show no urgency to end the 
war.” 


“ THAT’S TRUE,” I said. 
“ But what do you propose?” 
‘‘The Haak Plan provides 
that if you draft young men to 
fight a future war, then you 
must also draft the money of 
the men too old to go, to pay 
-for it.” 
“ How would it work?” 
- “ When a man became 40 


years old, he would register 
for a wealth draft. His peak 
earning years are from 40 to 
53, just as the peak physical 
years of a young man are 18 
to 26. A lottery would be held 
and the man would be as­ 
signed a number according to 
his birthday. Those with low 
numbers would have to turn 
over all their money to the 
government to finance the 
war. 
“ Those with high numbers 
could go about their lives just 
as young men with high draft 
numbers go about their busi­ 
ness without fear of being 
called up.” 
‘‘WOULD YOU HAVE 
draft boards?” I asked. 
“ Yes,” 
Haak 
replied. 
“ They would be composed of 
young men under the age of 
26.” 
“ Why young men?” I ask­ 
ed. 
“ Well, you have older men 
sending off young men to die 
in a war, so you should have 
young men 
deciding 
who 
must give their money to pay 
for it. The draft board could 
give exemptions in hardship 
cases and deal with conscien­ 
tious objectors.” 
“ By conscientious objec­ 
tors you mean those who re­ 
fuse to give money to a war 
because it’s against their re­ 
ligion?” 


"YES, EXACTLY. 
If a 
man can prove he is a serious 
conscientious objector, we 
would let him donate his 
wealth to a hospital or an 
educational institution.” 


“ What about men over 40 
who would flee to Canada to 
avoid having their money 
drafted?” 
“ The Haak Plan does not 
provide for amnesty. We 
think it’s the patriotic duty of 
every American to proudly 
serve his country, if not with 
his body, then with his for­ 
tune.” 
“ How much of his for­ 
tune?” 
“ Everything,” Haak said. 
“ When we draft young men 
we ask them to give up every­ 
thing, don’t we?” 


“ IT SOUNDS LIK E a cra­ 
zy plan,” I said. 
“ No crazier than what 
we’ve been doing for 10 years. 
Had the Haak Plan been in ef­ 
fect w'hen we first got into 
Vietnam, the howls of the 
money draftees would have 
been heard from Maine to 
California. Picture, if you 
will, millions of well-dressed 
men in their 40s descending 
on Washington demanding 
the President and Congress to 
end the war. How long do you 
think any politician could 
survive if the country were 
drafting the entire wealth of 
its middle-age citizens?” 
“ Not very long,” I admit­ 
ted. 
Haak said, “ Sending young 
people off to an undeclared 
war is a thing people don’t 
like, but will put up with. But 
drafting the fortunes of the 
men who stay at home is 
something nobody in this 
country will tolerate for very 
long.”

of some. 16 potent committees 
which dominate the Congress 
and a long string of subcom­ 
mittees such as Sen.

Kennedy’s section of the Ju ­ 
diciary Committee which he 
has used to batter and “ in­ 
vestigate the hell out of” the 
opposition. 
These committee chairmen 
control the nation’s law­ 
making. They are the guard­ 
ians, as now made up, of la­ 
bor’s national strength. Vir­ 
tually all of them are pro- 
labor. If by coattail magic the 
Republicans and some con­ 
servative allies control the 
Congress as a result of the 
Nov. 7 election, labor will 
have but two “ friendlies” 
chairing the Congressional 
committees which have pro­ 
tected the unions and their 
leaders for decades. 


TED KENNEDY, for ex­ 
ample, would lose the chair­ 
manship of the Judiciary 


Committee’s 
Subcommittee 
on Administrative Practice 
and Procedure with which he 
has hit at 
Republicans, 
Richard Nixon and business. 
He would also lose the Labor 
and Public Welfare Com­ 
mittee’s Subcommittee on 
Health’s top chair from, which 
he is directing his national­ 
ized health-care drive. 
Add to this, say, the re­ 
placement by a coftservative 
Republican of labor’s ally, 
Congressman Ray Madden, 
as incdming chairman of the 
pivotal Rules Committee. 
This body is the “ traffic cop” 
of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
This group is not as all- 
powerful as it once was, but it 
is almost impossible to get a 
bill out on the floor for voting 
without its approval. It can 


still obstruct, delay or even 
kill House action on major 
legislation. Party leaders and 
chairmen of other legislative 
committees are dependent on 
this Rules Committee to clear 
vital bills for the House floor 
so they can be debated and 
voted on. 
In this Congress its chair­ 
man is Mississippi’s William 
Colmer. Labor scores him at 
109 to 4—that is, during his 
tenure he voted “ wrong” ac­ 
cording to the labor chiefs 109 
times and “ right” only four 
times.

Young People 


This letter is in response to 
County Supt. William Phillis’ 
request for opinions on public 
education and to 
express 
opposition to the bond issue 
requested by the Fairfield- 
Waterford District for ex­ 
pansion of Crestview High 
School. 
My 
opposition 
is 
not 
because I disagree that the 
Crestview 
building 
is 
physically inadequate for the 
number of students being 
accommodated but rather 
than we have failed to define 
the goals of education and we 
are unable 
to 
establish 
priorities. 
The primary characteristic 
of our society is rapidly ac­ 
celerating 
change. 
The 
traditional 
concepts 
of 
education are irrelevant in 
engineering an educational 
system capable of producing 
young people able to suc­ 
cessfully meet and solve 
complex problems. 
Our school system is still 
telling the student that recall 
is the highest form of in­ 
tellectual achievement and 
that collection of unrelated, 
irrelevant facts, the goal of 
education. Our schools are 
playing a game of “ let’s 
pretend” to prepare students 
to go forth in the world of 
frightening realities. We need 
young minds trained and 
unafraid to ask relevant and 
substantial questions, not 
minds filled with irrelevant 


trivia and conditioned by 
archaic teaching against 
questioning authority and 
traditionally accepted con­ 
clusions and values. 
The 
greatest 
goal 
of 
education lies in character 
formation which 
doesn’t 
result from teaching “ sub­ 
jects” or “ discipline” or 
“ conformity” . It 
is 
the 
resulting product of freedom, 
honesty, trust, sincerity and 
love. Teach young people how 
to live and you won’t have to 
be concerned with teaching 
them how to make a living. 
I am not aware of any 
changes at the Crestview 
High School in recent years, 
including four years I served 
on the Board of Education. 
There is a marked resistance 
to change and a failure of the 
majority of teachers and 
administrators 
to 
even 
recognize that the change is 
needed — except 
more 
facilities to accommodate a 
growing student body. 
There is a basic lack of 
interest by teachers in their 
profession, a failure to keep 
informed of new ideas in 
education or to pursue their 
own intellectual develop­ 
ment. 
And, 
there 
is 
a 
collective failure of the 
profession 
to 
meet 
the 
challenge of change except 
that of their economic well­ 
being. Perhaps it is in part a 
result of our 
“ subject” 
oriented system. Let me say 
at this point that there are 
some dedicated teachers who 
are exceptions and for them

It’s not the public that is 
failing the schools by refusing 
to vote more and more money 
to support a school system 
improperly structured to 
serve our society, it is our 
educators and legislators who 
are failing the Dublic.

Several years 
ago,

in public welfare benefits, 
and General Motors em­ 
ployes, $30 million.

chairmanship of those who 
have the “ right” score. 


FOR EXAM PLE, the crit­

He would be replaced by 
Republican Herman Schnee- 
beli, whose score is 76 wrong 
and 3 right. The heavy- 
spending House Public Works 
Committee is chaired by John 
Blatnik, labor score: 115 
right, 5 wrong. He would be 
replaced by Republican Wil­

wrong, 11 right.

Education and Labor Com­ 
mittee. Chairman is Carl 
Perkins, Ky., who has voted

112 times, wrong 9 
times. He would be replaced 
by either Albert Quie, 78 
wrong and 16 right; or con­ 
servative John Ashbrook, 73 
wrong and 6 right by labor’s 
count.

‘Dead Heat’

results of their 29 th g eneral 
election — a v irtual dead heat 
betw een 
the 
two 
m a jor 
parties and an unprecedented 
state of confusion that could 
last for weeks. 
When counting of Monday ’s 
ballots ended for the nig ht, 
only four of the 264 sea ts in 
the House of Commons were 
in 
doubt, 
Prime 
Minister 
Pierre 
Elliott 
T rudea u’s 
Liberals had won 108 and 
Robert L. Stanfield’s Con­ 
serv a tiv es had 107 . Each was 
more than 20 seats short of a 
majority . 
The socialistic New Demo­ 
cratic 
Party 
had won 
30 
seats, g iv ing it the balance of 
power; Social Credit had 14 
and independents took 2. 
Canada has had minority 
g ov ernments 
before, 
most 
recently from 
19 6 2 until 
Trudeau went in in 1968 , but 
nev er before has the div ision 
betw een 
the 
two 
m a jor 
parties been so narrow. 
Althoug h recounts m a y 
chang e the result somewhat 
— they are required in all dis­ 
tricts w here the lea ding 
ca ndida te’s marg in is less

election soon seems likely . 
As in Britain, the party 
leader with the most seats in
